Henry W.’s wagons were made by 
Abbott, Downing Co. of Concord, inter 
nationally known stage coach and carriage 
manufacturers. The Carter teams usually 
were matched horse affairs, all coal black 
Henry W. had some very fancy 
scenery painted on the sides of these 
gigantic wagons. The scenes were pre 
served from mud and dust and rain and 
snow by several shellac. The 
finish was shiny. The scenes were really 
artistic blowups of English homesteads 
and the Scottish highlands. They were 
copied from lithographs of these same 
scenes which actually hung in his own 
home and they must have been really 
colorful. They were the talk of the town 

“People have told me that it was like 
Circus Day when my grandfather came 
to town with his beautiful horses, in their 
solid silver mounted harnesses and those 
fine paintings on the Grand 
father was always immaculately groomed

In their fast traveling from town to 
town, it seems that about the most irk 
some incident of note occurred when a 
Carter team had to give way to a farmer 
on the narrow New England roads of the 
interior regions It is re ported that women 
often faked terror when forced to pass 
a big Carter team on one of the narrow 
highways—an action which made it nex 
essary for the men to play the ‘gallant’ 
role and get out and help calm both 
lady and horse. But the farmer, with his 
bulging load of fireplace wood, was an- 
other encounter altogether. Most farmers 
cussed out the fancy team and made it 
give ground. Farmers felt that their loads 
had priority and Carter's traveling whol 
salers are alleged to have said that they 
never saw a genial wood-toter along the 
lonely country roads 

According to Miss Carter, her grand 
father, Henry W., purchased most of his 
wholesale stock in New York City, some 
in Boston, but most in New York, and 
disposed of all of it up through New 
Hampshire and Vermont. He had a head 
quarters warehouse in Lebanon, N. H 
He would stock his wagons at rock bot 
tom prices and sell at excellent profit 
One team, in a trip lasting seven weeks,

On one of his trips, Henry met and 
fell in love with a fair young lady in 
Chelsea, Vermont. 

“My grandmother,” notes Miss Carter, 
“was living there when he met her. She 
was born in Ashburnham, Mass. Her 
mother was a Fairbanks, direct descendant 
of Jonathan Fairbanks of Dedham, Mass.” 

Miss Carter says that Henry W. ‘‘went 
out of Yankee notions because the stores 
began to buy direct from the manufac- 
turers.” We should add that the rail 
roads began poking through about then, 
too, and the competition, from the whole 
sale angle, sharpened considerably 

Carter changed from wholesale wagons 
to smaller, sample wagons then, and al- 
tered his methods so that goods were 
shipped on order from the Lebanon ware- 
house instead of being toted by wagons 
for direct sale. Gradually, the warehouse 
became a factory. About that time, Henry 
W. began looking into a new-fangled 
kind of clothing gear which seemed to 
be going places in the country. It was 
called an overall. A Mr. Cole of Meriden, 
N. H. was the busiest hand at this new 
piece of male wearing apparel at the time 
Henry W. bought out the Cole business 
in 1871. This marked the real change of 
the huge Lebanon warchouse from a place 
of storage to a factory. From then on the 
manufacture of overalls under the Carter 
label became the real business of the 
family 

Today, H. W. Carter & Sons of Leba 
non, N. H., second oldest manufacturer 
of overalls in the country, also produces 
mackinaw coats, ski and hunting wear and 
other clothing items 

There are no Carters in the business 
now, Miss Carter reveals, “but there is 
an uncle of mine, Harry B. Jackson, and

Henry W. died at Lebanon in 1897 
and in the center of that fair town is a 
fountain dedicated to him by his sons 
The drinking fountain is truly worth a 
visit, a fitting memorial to a New Eng 
land merchant, it having a base of Leb 
anon granite. Its goodly height supports 
the fine figure of a boy carefully holding 
a delicately sculptured lily in his hands 
From the lily, spouts a graceful column 
of water, while four other streams plung: 
into the water from the lower part

‘But our task right now and in the 
years immediately ahead is to make sure

While talk of trips to the moon and 
space ships are futuristic in theme, a 
tually rocket development dates itself back 
to the 12th or 13th Century, when the 
Chinese began toying around with the 
subject. Gunpowder rockets were used 
for warfare in Italy in 1379, and have 
been used intermittently for this purpose 
ever since. Notable in this field was the 
work of William Congreve, in England, 
beginning about 1804 or 1805. Modern 
liquid propellent rocket development can 
really be said to have started with the 
work of Dr. Robert Goddard in the early 
1920s 

Dr. Porter himself has long been in 
terested in rockets and the theory and 
problems of space travel. A native of 
Salina, Kansas, he attended the University

During 1949 he served as 
Chairman of the Technical Evaluation 
Group of the Guided Missile Committee 
of the Government's Research and De- 
velopment Board and was a member of 
the Air Force's Scientific Advisory Board 
in 1951-52. Among Dr. Porter's other 
awards are the Eta Kappa Nu Recognition 
Award in 1944 for being the country’s 
outstanding electrical engineer; a certifi 
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cate of appreciation from the War De 
partment in 1946 for the organization, 
establishment and execution of a guided 
missile project and, in 1952, the Robert 
H. Goddard Award of the American 
Rocket Society for the greatest contribu 
tion during the year to the development 
of liquid fuel rocket

The small boat was lowered, and Capt 
Harry Smith and I put out to pick up the 
line. I played the fish for about an hour, 
and finally got him within about fifteen 
yards of our small boat. Here he swam 
in wide circles, towing us along at a good 
speed. ‘Mr. Nicholson, he’s actin’ bad,’ 
Capt. Smith told me. ‘He's harpooned 
through the tail, and they don’t like 
that.’ But I've hauled in a lot of sword- 
fish, and although I know their actions 
are unpredictable, I wasn't going to let 
this one get away with anything 

‘But suddenly he sounded, straight 
down, taking some line along and just 
as suddenly, bang! I felt the boat lurch 
and at the same time felt a sharp pain in 
my right leg. I looked down—and there 
were cighteen inches of bony sword stick- 
ing up from the bottom of the boat, the 
point buried in my leg. I no sooner rea- 
lized what had happened than the fish 
disengaged himself and the boat started 
to take water through a foot-long split 
in the bottom 

“The Captain, like many hardy sea- 


farers, can't swim. So I got plenty of 


help bailing to keep the small boat afloat 
As we bailed, we shouted for help to 


those on board the Onza. Just as they 
came alongside to the rescue, the small 
boat prepared to slip under the surface 
It was a close call. But we brought home 
the fish. And I guess the pint or so of 
iodine I poured into the gash kept me 
from having any serious consequences 
from the attack.” 

I asked Capt. Smith about the types of 
boats he’d sailed in and made sketches 
for his approval. The Elnora Hill was a 
“Smack,” 45 feet overall length, straight 
sheer, schooner rigged, carrying topmasts 
in the summer. “She wasn’t much of a 
sailer,” he said, “but this type of boat was 
a good work horse and cheap to build.” 

“If you go up on the hill you'll find 
one that was made out of cement, a copy 
of the old Arabella. The original sticks, 
or masts, were used in this cement re 
production.” 

I did go up the hill and, sure enough, 
there was an actual dry land ship over 
looking the Sound. There was even a 
cabin below decks where the owner lived 
until he built a cottage. 

Like most fishermen, back fifty years 
ago, the Elnora Hill was a family affair, 
being owned on shares also by Captain 
Smith's father, Ezra, and three other 





brothers. “I was fourteen years old when 
I took my Dad's place,” said Capt. Smith. 

The Elsie, which was used on that 
awful day in the Sound after the Larch- 
mont went down, I think was a favorite 
of the Captain’s. A photograph showed 
her nice lines. She was 65 feet overall. 
Two years after she was built she was 
fitted out with a heavy duty 18 h.p. motor 
which enabled them to work her in a 
dead calm. 

“Did the Elsie have a 
or lookout?” I asked. 

“No, her fore topmast was 25 feet 
from the mast trucks. I'd shinny up the 
top mast, using the shrouds and there 
was a little step we'd stand on up there 
There were fish around the Island, but 
we'd go to No Man's or off shore to the 
Ledge,’ which is out nearer the warmer 
Gulf Stream waters, sometimes. They 
used to salt down the swordfish steaks, 
as you would cod, before I began to go 
swordfishing. 

“I remember,” Smith told me, “‘when 
Mr. George Rector visited the Island. He 
owned a well-known restaurant in New 
York. We cut off a steak and cooked it 
for him. He liked it so well he took back 
a whole swordfish, iced down, to New 


“crow's nest,” 
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York. He put this in his window, then 
served swordfish steaks. I think he did 
much to develop a market for swordfish 

Captain Smith recalled when Governor 
Pinchot of Pennsylvania, an ardent fisher 
man, finally caught one on rod and reel 
This event called for a big dinner at Bal 
lard’s Inn and a real celebration for on 
and all. 

Some of the fishermen these days do 
not have the good luck to catch even on 
swordfish a season, a far cry from the 
300 fish in one year that Captain Harry's 
boat, the Elsie, brought to the Island 

From his early boyhood days in sail 
Smith has had several power boats. He 
doesn't carry a dory with him today, but 
lands the fish from the stern of his boat 

But now there aren't the 
around anymore in numbers as there were 
in the olden days of sail and early power 
If an Islander gets ten fish during the 
summer season, he is almost a “high 
liner.”
